Shanghai, Jan. 11.—General 
Tang En-po, the Garrison Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Nanking- 
Shanghai area, will continue his 
inspection of the Greater Shang- 
haf'defences today, which began 
on Sunday, according to Chinese 
reports. 


Garrison sources Indicated that the 
defence ' measures agiinst possible 
Communist, commando attacks from 
the north bank of the Yongtse have 
been completed with the First Naval 
Command undertaking oll river de- 
fence duties.

A suggestion that the witness had assisted in the 
commission of a fraud, if the allegations of the pro- - 
secution against Kwok Kwong were true, was made 
by Mr Percy Chen this morning, when he .cross- 
examined Lam Yam, 48, master of the Cheong Hing 
electrical shop, No. 7 Mercer Street, at the continua- 
tion of the trial of two Public Works: Department 
employees before Mr. Justice Reynolds at the 


Criminal Sessions. 


The witness denied that he had been dishonest, 
and said he had issued bills under his’ firm’s name, 
although he had not done the business himself, - 
merely for the sake of his friend. 


Accused are Kwok Kwong, 47, 
_foreman, . and Austin Spary, 50, 
clectrienl Inspector, Grade 1, both 
of the Public Works Department. 
They are charged on 12 counts, 10 
of Inreeny by public servant, one of 
obtaining moncy by false pretences 
from the steward of tho Kowloon 
Bowling Green Club and one of 
conspiracy to defraud the Govern- 
ment of money. 

Mr Percy Chen, Instructed by Mr 
C, A. S. Russ, js appearing for Kwok, 
and Spary Is represented by Mr 
J. L, D’Alton, Instructed by Mr P. J. 
GriMthe, Appearing for the pro- 
secution: ls Mr A. Hooton, Crown 
Counsel, ansisted by Chief Insp.
